And when we say “temporary” we 
mean just this, for it is to be hoped that motoring as a whole 
is not going to lose one of its hardest workers. Mr. Rice at 
present though, is said to feel that his private affairs need 
attention and it is likely that for some little time he will put 
in his time at that. 

Like many of us, Mr. Rice came into automobiles from 
the bicycle industry, a graduate of the business developed 
by that great bicycle manufacturer, Col. Albert A. Pope, 
who made Columbia bicycles and whose early advocacy of 
improved roads on which these bicycles could be ridden is 
directly responsible for our present magnificent system of 
highways.

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 7.—Gasoline 
tax collections in Iowa during 1930 
totaled $11,724,784, according to re- 
port of R. E. Johnson, state treas- 
urer, the highest figure since the 
tax collections began. December in- 
come was $1,007,985, the seventh 
consecutive month that the receipts 
have exceeded the million dollar 
figure. The total income this year 
was $1,700,000 greater than in 1929, 

The tax has been divided as fol- 
lows: Primary roads, $6,092,261; 
secondary roads, $4,368,000; refunds 
and administration, $1,264,522. The
